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London, Deo. 1-1.— The House of LortlB 
baa rendered judgment in the case of 
Allen vfl. Flood, a case of much interest 
to tradcB unions, and has euatained the 
appeal, Lords llersctiell, Macnachten, 
Shand, Davey and Jamea forming the 
majority and Lord Habbury and Morris 
composing the minority. 

Two BbipwriKhtB, named Flood and 
Taylor, were employed in 1884 to repair 
the British ship Sain Weller. The 
boiler makers' union objected to ship- 
wrighta working on an iron ship, and 
their delegate, Allen, obtained the dis- 
charge of Flood and Taylor by threaten- 
ing a strike of the boiler makers. Later 
Flood and Taylor sued Allen for wrong- 
fully and raaliciously obtaining their 
'dischnrge and were eventually awarded 

Allen then apjipaled to the House of 
Lords on the ground that there was no 
evidence ahowiiiy he had acted mali- 
cionsly or liiid induced the company 
havinti the repairing of the Sum Weller 
in hand to dlBchranu i'"lood and Taylor. 

iMght jiidiies of the high court of jus- 
tice wore Buinmoned by the House of 
Lorda to consider this important case, 
anil they delivered opinions on June H 
l.iac, on the question of law aa to whether 
the evidence was eufiicient to constitute 
cause for action. 



NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 

Postal Card Advertising Regnlatlons— The 
• Offending FIsIiIdk Schooner. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Dec. 14. — The post office de- 
partment has issued regulations accord- 
ing to which designs, illustrations, 
eketches or other forma of advertise 
ment may be engraved or printed on the 
address side of one cent private post- 
cards, A clear space of at least a qaar 
ter of an inch aball be left along each 
side of the four sides of the postage 
stamps. There shall be reserved for the 
addreaa a clear apace at the lower right 
hand corner on tlio address side of the 
card, immediately below the words 
"The space below is reserved for address 
only," ^uch space so reserved for the 
address being at least ?.( inch long by 1 ' 
inches wide.

EASILY SATISFIED. 

A Radical Lender Who Thinks the Intirai- 
dation of Hayti Proved the Adequacy 
of Germany's Navy. 

BicKLiN, Dec. 14. — In the reichstag 
Herr Bngene Bicbter, the radical leader, 
maintained that the affair mttx Hayti 
proved that the German navy was ade- 
[uate to the demands likely to be made 
on it, and ho opposed the proposition to 
increase the allowance of the imperial 
hancellor. Prince llohenlohe, whom he 
attacked for failing to promise the re- 
peal of the prohibition againet polical 
asBociations. The chancellor replied 
that he etill hoped that before the civil 
code of Pruaeia waa enforced, some ar- 
rangement would be arrived at to repeal 
the prohibition referred to. 



BOHEMIAN UNBEST, 

Prisons So Full That Minor OiTenders Are 
Being Released. 

ViKNNA, Dec. 14.— Unrest continues in 
Bohemia. The troops are patrolling the 
streets of Prague, and special guards are 
stationed at the German theatres owing 
to the fact that a bomb was found last 
Thursday evening near the Koyal Ger- 
man theatre. There are a number of 
arrests daily, and the prisons are so full 
that it has been found necessary to die- 
charge the minor cases. 

Slight collisions hetween thestadents 
and the police have occurred at Prague, 
Cracow and Cratz. This week thirty 
newspapers have been confiscated in Bo- 
hemia.

WAsmNQTON, Deo. 14.— Senator Per- 
kins of California and Ira Wilson have 

had a consultation with Secretary Gage, 
in which they recommend that the sub- 
port of entry of Dyea be abolished. 
They presented numerous papera and 
petitions to this effect, which repre- 
sented that Dyea as a sub-port now fur- 
niahea advantaKea " to persons from 
British Columbia which are not 
given to United States citi- 
zens going through the paasea and 
to the Klondyke country, British sub- 
jects now ship goods to Dyea in bond 
and they are passed on to the Northwest 
Territory unhampered by customs of any 
kind. United States citizens, the peti- 
tions eay, meet with annoyances aa soon 
aa they roach the lakea in the British 
Northwest Territories. 

Secretary Gage aaid he would investi- 
gate the matter and would also ask the 
senate to make a thorough inquiry. 



A WEAPON IS AVAILABLE 

By Wbicli Canada May Retaliate if Dyea 
Is Closed to Oblige Victoria's 
Business Rivals. 

In view of the attitude taken by por- 
tions of the United States press and 
public, who are urging that Dyea be 
cloaed as a sub-port of entry, the British 
Columbia Board of Trade held e special 
meeting last evening, at which the fol- 
lowing telegram wae ordered forwarded 
immediately to Sir Richard Cartwright, 
at Ottawa : 

" At a special meeting of the British 
Columbia Board of Trade the following 
resolution was carried unanimously; 

Whereas the Chambers of Commerce 
of San Francisco, Portland, Tacoma and 
Seattle, have combined to force their 
government to close Dyea as a sub-port 
of entry, be it resolved that the Domin- 
ion government make immediate repre- 
aentationa at Waebington, protesting 
against each closing of Dyea; and in 
the event of negotiations being unsuc- 
cesaful, this Board of Trade atrongly 
urges upon the Dominion government to 
close the custom house at Tagish lake 
and prevent the importation of goods 
and outfits via Lynn Canal routes. 

"In view of the great importance of 
this question, the favor of the earliest 
information of any decision is re- 
quested." 

CHEAPEB TyPEWBlTEBS. 

They Soon May Be Obtained for Half tbe 
Present Price. 

Ciiic.^co, Dec. 14. — It looks as though 
the $100 typewriter would soon be prac- 
tically a thing of the past. Kearly all 
the leading manufacturers are in a com- 
bine but the sales have been cut into an 
alarmini: extent by outside makers. A 
representative of the combine here is 
authority for the statement that a gen- 
eral cut of 50 per cent, will be made 
before another year is ended. He 
thought Kuch action would practically 
cut off competition, and admitted that 
$50 is a fair price for a first-claes 
machine. 

SIB CHARLES TUPPEB. 

Again Crossing tbe Atlantic and to Be in 
Winnipeg for Christmas. 

MosTnEAi., Dec. 14.— (Special)— The 

Star's London cable aays; Sir Charles 
Topper's speech at yesterday's meeting 
of tlie New Gold I'lelds Company tills 
three and a half columns of tlie linancial 
pa))ers. Ho gave a glowing account of 
the golil proapecta, and said that the 
aseeta of hia company alone were valued 
at if 1,150,000, or over four hundred per 
cent, on the whole eubacribed ca])ital of 
the company.

Losses Severe. 



Many Days, of .Incessant Fitrlitine 
Throu'girSnow and Across 
lee Cold Fords. 



Simla, Dec. 14. — Accordine to official 
ileepatches from the northwestern fron- 
tier, the march of General Westmacotl's 
brigade from the camp nt SherKliel into 
tlie Sturi Knel co\mtry was one continu 
DUB action. The enemy closed upon the 
rear guard and kept firing at abort range 
with Kren\ spirit. The British lose was 
heavy and included Lieut. Weet of the 
(iiirkhaa who was killed and Lieut 
Champion, who was wounded. Two 
otlier ofiicers received injuries and 40 
ijien were killed or wounded. 

The whole march down the Bara val 
ley since the (ith inst. has been marked 
by incessant lighting, but the force has 
behaved admirably. The route waa dii- 
ticult in the extrenio, Ihrongli rain, nuui 
and snow. Alonf; the river bed tlie 
(louree was impeded by ravines and boul- 
ders, and the icu cold stream had to bo 
lorded knee deep twenty times in the 
uarcb. Twelve thousand transport ani 
mats, with the numerous sick and 
wounded, encumbered the progresH 
The caaualties yesterday were about 50 
and to-day about 10. The enemy has 
been severely punished in the recent en 
counters. 

' The disaster to General Dempster's 
rear guard that was cut o( by the tribes 
men on Saturday near Sher-Kfael, was 
due to the animals becomiDK entangled 
in the rice fields. To increase the dilii 
cnlty the drivers and carriers opened 
kegs of rum and became hopelessly 
drunk. Many of their followers were 
benumlied by the icy stream, tlieir feet 
bruised by the holders. Several men 
are still midsing. 

MKS. McKLNLEV'S FUNEIIAL. 

The PresideiU's Venerable Mother Laid to 
Rest With Fitting Ceremony. 

Canton, Ohio, Dec. 14.— The last 

tribute of respect was paid thij after 
noon to the TreBidenl's mother, Mrs. 
Nancy Allison McKinley, who died on 
.-Saturday. The services which were 
held at borne jirior to the public cere- 
mony were eiiiiple and in keeping with 
the wiBhes of Mrs. McKinley. 

The public serviceB were lield in tlie 
Frst Methodist cliurcb, whicli was 
crowded. The pastors of all denom illa- 
tions in the city occupied seats on the 
platform. The interment waa at West 
Lawn cemetery. 

The president ond members of his 
cabinet left for WaBhington this evening.

Resolution to Subsidise an Alternating Fort- 
nightly Service Presented by 
Premier Seddon. 

Wki.i.in(;-i'on, New Zealand, Dec, 14. — 
The house of representatives to-day 
passed a resolution submitted by the 
premier, Hon. Richard II. Seddon, in 
favor of establishing a fortnightly mail 
service between Wellington and San 
Francisco, and between Wellington and 
Yancouuer, B. C. 

It is understood that the |)ro))08al is to 
subsidize an alternate fortnigiitly mail 
service between the points named, the 
passaiiii from Wellington to San Francisco 
^ not to exceed nineteen (lays, and the 
passage from Wellini;ton to Vancouver 
not to exceed twenty-one days.

— The French line 
eteamer La Touraine, from New York 
December 1, which should have arriveil 
on Sunday morning last, reached here 
shortlv after midnight.

The River Opens to Enable DaAvson- 
ian3 to Reach a Haven 
of Befngre. 



Daring weeks paat no news that has 
come out of Dawson City has aroused so 
much controversy and contradictory 
speculation as the report of Auk, the In- 
dian mail carrier, that on unorganized 
army of a tbouaand men had stampeded 
from the Klondyke city, and is now 
pressing through the winter solitudea to 
the ports on the I^ynn canal. 

" We believe that story of Auk's is a 
gold brick," laconically and metaphoric- 
ally observes one San Francisco paper 
that does not give credence to the report 
of danger from starvation in Dawaon, 
while, strange to say, the ofiicers of the 
City of Topeka, which brought his news 
down, declare that they heard nothing 
in .Juneau of his arrival there. 

On the other hand, lloll'man, the resi- 
dent correspondent at Juneau of the San 
Francisco Call, publishes in tliat paper 
the rumor of the Indian's arrival with 
this startling story; Gharles Q. Wood, 
an Kastetn press correspondent who 
ca!?:ie down on the Topeka, says that he 
interviewed the Indian in Juneau, and 
received the news from him substantially 
as told in yesterday's Coi.o.nist ; and yet 
more conclusive, letters have come out of 
the Klondyke country which could not 
have got through unless a carrier brought 
them — and no one elae has como 
through. 

Ttie key to the riddle will in all prob- 
ability bo obtained when the Corota 
arrives from the Nortti, lor it is practij 
cally certain that she will bring down 
some of the escaping ones if the flight 
from Dawson is as Auk has described it. 

On his way down from Skagway on 
the steamer Alki, Mr. Saint Cyr, the 
explorer, heard from some returning 
Vukoners, who had left Dawson, in the 
early part of November, that Major 
Walsh, administrator of tlie Yukon dis- 
trict, had met with misfortune north of 
the White Horae. The report was that 
the canoes had overturned in the strong 
current and all the outtit and provisions 
had b6eh lost, though fortunately no 
lives. Major Walsh had, however, man- 
aged to get, iMOvisions from the miners 
along the road. Whether hu would 
push on or remain at the nest police 
post for fresh supplies to reach him, was 
not known. 

A miner named Freeman, who care- 
lessly went on newly formed ice some- 
where in the vicinity of the White 
Morse, broke through and perished in 
the water last mouth. 

Mr. Saint Cyr gave it aa his opinion 
yesterday that even with an exodus of 
people from Dawson there would be no 
starvation along the trail. The mounted 
police at Tagieh and Lake Bennett turn- 
ed back anyone who had not 750 pounds 
of provisiona and consequently those 
who got through were well prepared. 
According to this statement it would ap- 
pear that as there are numbers of min- 
ers camped at points all along the route to 
Dawson, they will not allow the people 
coining out to starve. 

I'ahvard lliarn, who left Daweon ou 
( iclolier 14, also came down on the Alki 
yesterday, lie rej)orta that provisions 
were very abort when ho took his de- 
jiarture, and that about three thousand 
men would leave on that account. There 
are, he says, fully one thousand people 
camped on the rivers and lakes at tiiller- 
ent places between Skagway and Daw- 
son, but as had been anticipated, the 
greater number of those who leave the 
threatened city will go down the river to 
Fort Yukon, a distance of only 880 miles. 

When he left the river was open, and 
there would be no difficulty in going 
down by boats. Work was plentiful, 
and wages were still $1.") a day. There 
would be considerable work done on the 
Stewart river this winter. Many people 
were met on the way, but 1 learn does 
not think that any more will be out 
from DawHon until February, lie was 
lifty-eeven days in making the trip to 
the Coast. 

.lohn Stanley, another who came down 
from Skagway by the .Alki, has been 
there for the greater part of the past 
season, irle had hearil nothing of the 
stampede from Dawson as reported by 
Auk, the mail carrier, nor does he be- 
lieve there is any truth in his report. 
Packinir is going on steadily across the 
Whili! Pass, where there is a really good 
road, and there will soon be good 
sledoing all the way to the summit. 
.Many teams are now sledding on the 
river and going through to Lake Ben- 
nett. The weather has been very cold 
for coast weather, and about four inches 
of snow has fallen at Skagway. At the 
summit there is about two feet. It has 
been excejitionally cold at the lake. 

If the rriited_ Stat(!H government will 
agree to pay .f i .'i.dOO, George F. Uhiier 
and a number of other brave and sturdy 
men who are at present making tbeir 
homes in Alaska will, according to the 
Post-Intelligencer, agree to land in 
Dawson within sixty days fifty tbouaand 
pounds of proviaions. That waa the 
importiint item of news which the 
Sound paper gleaned from the Topeka, 
but how Ulraer and his associates pro- 
pose to fulfill the contract if the United 
States government accepts, is a question 
they will not answer until they know 
whether or not they will bo retained. 
It is known, howevei>^ that they have in 
the neighborhood of two and a hall tons 
of food cached and in good condition at 
Lake 15ennett, where they took it by 
way of the Chilkoot Pass last summer. 
Ulmer expected to como down by the 
Topeka, but was detained by other busi- 
ness matters until the Corona's sailing. 
Ho is to wire his" proposition to Wash- 
ington aa soon aa he arrives. 

Mr. Gharles Gbeatwood, writing from 
Dawaon on the 2nd October, statea— 
according to the Nanaimo Free Press — 
that the report la current there that tho 
Ilepple party has been lost at Tagish 
lake. Parties who left the lake subse- 
quent to the Ilepiilo party had not seen 
them on tho way, and tho Ilepple party 
had not arrived at Dawson, 'Tho only 
poraoii known to ho in the party other 
than William IIopplo, son of William 
Hopfile, of tho Crescent liotol, is a man 
named Wilkinson, from Wellington. Mr. 
Ohoatwood oxpreseoB tho hope that the 
report ia not true, but is afraid i| is. He

Hero in Victoria however is a niau 
who claims that he has been drugged, 
shanghaied and after be has worked his 
passage to this port has nothing to show 
for his work. 

Cutler declares that ho waa working 
on a telegraph boat in Callan harbor 
and when the Senator was leaving port 
he went to hei to see a shipniute oil'. 
While talking on the forecastle, a board- 
ini; master from port came along and 
offered Cutler and his friend a drink. 
They both had a parting glass from the 
boarding master's bottle and the result 
was, Cutler states, that he and hia 
friend fell into a heavy sleep as the 
li(]a()r had been driiKKed. 

When Cutler awoke the Senator waa 
under way, beating out of the harbor. 
He naked the captain to put liini asho'ro 
ami was refused. Cutler waa told lie 
eaya that he would get nolhinsf to eat if 
he did not work and so lie turned to 
and worked with the rest of the 
crew all the way to Victoria. Ac- 
cording to hia atory he had been 
taken to fill the place of a man who had 
not turned up at Callao, This other 
man had had aa advance, and when 
Cutler asked for pay at the end of the 
voyage, be says the captain told him 
that what be had got from the slop 
cheat and the advance eiven to the other 
man had eaten up all the pay, and there 
was none for him. Cutler says, too, 
that he waa refused permission for a boat 
to land him at Esquimalt, and it waa 
only when a ateam launch came along 
aide that he got away, lie is altogether 
destitute, and intends bringing suit, 
through his solicitor Mr. Frank Hig 
gins, against the captain of the Senator.

It is evidently asking aa low prices as it 
can afford to. On the other hand the 
Victoria figures quoted are from a repu- 
table firm that stands ready to fill every 
order that comes along at the prices 
named. We invite the attention of the 
public everywhere to the great advan- 
tage which Victoria is able to ofler in 
the matter of clothing. We have not 
yet taken up the other lines required for 
a complete oatfit bat believe it will be 
found that Victoria prices are almost if 
not quite aa favorable by comparison in 
all lines. 

mE CHICKENS COME HOME. 

A paragraph appeared in tlie New 
York Herald resardiii^; a party of lOug- 
lisbmen wlio were going to the Yukon, 
and who propose to outfit in Tacoma, 
giving as their reason for not making 
Seattle their point of departure that

ally." This ia the sort of thing that Se- 
attle must expect when its principal 
paper keeps up a course of steady mis- 
representation. It has been always the 
policy of the Post-Intelligencer to at- 
tempt to bluff through any matter it had 
in hand, trusting to violence in language 
and persistent asseveration to carry 
conviction to the minds of those it ad- 
dressed.

THE 1^1 LAND ROUTE 

TO THE YUKON. 

The Colonist is desirous of casting all 
the light that is available upon the pro- 
posed inland route to the Yukon. For 
this purpose it asked Mr. William Hum- 
phrey for some facts, and he haa kindly 
placed them at the disposal of the paper. 
It is twenty-three years since Mr. Hum- 
phrey went through from Hazleton to 
the Stickeen. The object of his trip was 
to open a trail, so that the 
stock raisers of tlio interior might 
drive animals thoiiglt to Cas- 
aiar. With this object ho went up 
the Naas river. He gives the distance 
by way of the Naas as follows : From 
the Mission at the mouth to the first 
village, 15 miles ; from the lir.st village 
to the upper village, 31 miles; from the 
upper village to Hazleton, 116 miles, 
lie says : 

I loft Hazloton on March 30 with one 
white man and two Indiana. We ex- 
plored the route for 105 miles, and re- 
Inrned to Hazleton on April 1!). We 
had to use snow shoes until within 30 
miles of Hazleton on our return, and 
crossed the Skeena on solid ice at that 
date. 

lie \»aited there for a pack train, 
which left Quesncllu Mouth on April 21, 
and though the train had nothing to 
pack except the sujiplies for three men, 
the fourteen horsea conipoaiiig it did not 
reach Hazleton until June .")th. lu the 
meantime Mr. Humphrey had moved 
forward, and was working on the trail. 
On June 13 the pack train overtook him 
at SO miles beyond Ila/leton. He 
reached Dease Lake on .Vuguat HO, and 
he estimatea the distance traversed from 
llnzleton to be at leaat -100 miles. About 
100 miles south of Dease Lake a detour 
could have been made and Tele- 
graph Creek could have been reached 
in the same amount of mileage 
but the trail would be easier. He found 
a good deal of soft ground and there m >• 
many streams that would require to I e 
bridged, but tlioro is nothing to prevent 
a good pack trail from being made be- 
tween Hazleton and either Telegraph. 
Creek or Dease Lake. Such a trail 
would cost at least $30,000. Mr. Hum- 
phrey adds : " Such a trail would be of 
no use for merchandize, but it might be 
made use of by proapectora or for taking 
in cattle, The dietance svould prohibit 
the sending of goods over it." Mr. Hum- 
phrey thinks that the trail should be 
opened so that cattle can be driven 
through next year. Aa tliere have been 
no animals over the route since 1SS2, 
when Mr. Collbraith sent a mule train 
through, the route ia probably closed 
wholly to travel. He contends that the 
route followed by bim is the only feasi- 
ble one between Hazleton and the Stick 
een, but be says that to conatraota 
wagon road over it for general purposes 
would be far too costly for the govern- 
ment to undertake with the present out 
look, nattering though it is. He adds 
that Ilia party found no trace of gold on 
the route. 

In view of these facts, it seems useless 
to make any further contention, at pres- 
ent, for the opening of a main thorough 
fare from Kamloopa to the Stickeen. We 
agree with Mr. Humphrey that it may 
be desirable to open a trail for cattle 
men to follow, and hope the government 
will look into that phase of the matter. 
Such a trail would doubtless be need 
next summer. If it was known that it 
would be opened, the cattle men conld 
begin to move their animala north as 
soon aa the feed was good, and there ia a 
great deal of grass on the way, Tiiey 
would thuB be enabled to reach the 
Stickeen very shortly after the trail had 
been cut out and could be got through 
to Teslin Lake before winter set in, 
when they could lie slaughtered and the 
meat could l)e frozen. We repeat that 
this seema worth looking into.

Witchcraft among the Indians on tbe 
Kedkas reservation in the Omineca min- 
ing district, is by no means a thing of 
the past, aa many people in tlte province 
imagined. A startling story of Indian 
witchcraft, reminding one forcibly of 
Cooper's Leather Stocking Tales, was 
brought here yesterday by Mr. J. D. 
WoUa, sub-recorder for the (Jminecn 
mining district. He had in charge on 
his arrival by the Boscowit/, an old 
Skeena river Indian named Joe, whom 
bo arrested at Lakkalzap village 
on a charge of witchcraft and conjury. 
Joe was made prisoner on December (3, 
and Mr. Wella baa taken since that time 
to bring hia prisoner to the city. 

For many months Kev. S. S. Oster- 
hout, the Methodist misaionary at Naaa, 
haa been working amongst the Indians 
on the small reserve, but it appears that 
he has been heavily handicapped in his 
labors by the wonderful influence the 
old Indian now under arrest had over 
the tribe. Aa well as attending to tbe 
spiritual needs of tbe Indians, Mr. Os- 
terhout fre(iuently treated them when 
they were ill, and with such success that 
ho won a number over to the Christian 
religion. 

Some weeka ago an Indian named 
Matthew McMillan fell seriously ill with 
a fever, and Misaionary Osterhout care- 
fully nursed and treated him until tbe 
sick man's recovery was no longer a 
matter of doubt. While still very fee- 
ble, however, and during the absence of 
the missionary, McMillan waa visited 
by the medicine man Joe, who so worked 
on his superstition that he consented 
finally to all the horrors of Indian witch 
craft and conjury in order to becoiiio 
speedily well. 

Armed with all tbe paraphernalia o 
his trade |and with his face hide 
ously painted, it is alleged that Joe 
visited tbe sick man durinz the lonely 
hours of the night. A few relatives and 
friends, awed and terror stricken, were 
permitted to witness the performance 
which followed. According to eye wit 
nesaea tbe medicine man first placed the 
sick man in tbe centre of the cabin and 
whirled round and round him, scream- 
ing hia incantations, and rattling his 
various charms. 

Tbia apparently did not result 
driving oil' the evil spirits for it ia told 
that more extreme meaaures were then 
resorted to. Tbe victim was stripped of 
all his clothing and beaten with sticks. 
Further incantations followed and it is 
said that in order to finally oust those 
awful evil spirits, it was found necessary 
to drag the sick man three times around 
the hut by the heels. 

Perspiring, and groaning from hia in- 
juries, McMillan was then again placed 
in the centre of the hut, and the final 
act in the terrible drama was to half 
drown him by throwing pail after pail of 
cold water over his reeking, feverish 
body. When early dawn broke into the 
little cabin, the curtain rang liown on 
tht3 performance, and the medicine man 
Joe declared liia patient cured. McMil- 
lan died. 

It ia claimed by eye-witnesaea that no 
sick man could have lived under such 
drastic treatment, and the funeral of 
McMillan was duly celebrated a few days 
afterwards. 

It was then that Missionary Osterhout 
took a band in the matter, and, chiefly 
at his instigation, Joe was placed 
under arrest by anb-recorder Wells. 
Tbe alleged niedicine man resiated, but 
was finally lucked up in the village until 
his removal could be decided upon. It 
waa expected that many of the more su- 
perstitious members of tbe tribe would 
interfere, but the result of a big pow- 
.vi'w was that Joe should go. 

.Mr. Wella says that a general rejoic- 
ing' I'illowed the departure of the medi- 
cine /nail, particularly among the Chris- 
tianized Indians. To Mr. Osterhout, 
Joe stated that be waa sorry if he had 
done any harm, but be thought ho waa 
aaaisting tbe misaionary in the good 
work. He always considered that he 
should alwaya look after his people, and

Robert Cunninghaiu, who is one of 
those greatly ini pressed with tfie feasi- 
bility of putting in a railroad from the 
head of Alice arm, at the toj) of ()b- 
aorvatory inlet, to connect tliat harbor 
with Telesiraph Creek. Mr. Cunning- 
haiu atated yesterday that he had been 
up Alice arm in his steamer Chieftain at 
the time that Mr. Vt'ilkinaon made his 
Hurve}', and found tlie harbor laml- 
ocked and capable of sheltering any 
number of the largest vesselB. From the 
bead of Alice arm runs a small river in a 
northwest direction. Mr. Wilkinson had 
followed this river for eighteen miles, 
Mr. Cunningham said, and was pre- 
vented from going further because the 
hanks narrowed so that with the 
ico caused by the thermometer falling to 
zero the footing was too unsafe. How- 
ever, four milea further on, the valley 
opena out again and then for ttie re.'it of 
the diatanco to Telegraph Creek there is 
an open country.

thought he could do so aa well aa the 
missionaries. 

The Indian under arrest, according to 
various reports, held an awful dominion 
over the tribe. For years, it ia claimed, 
ho has been practising his tricks, and 
notwithstanding the efforts ol the niia- 
sionaries, haa used his influence to eiicb 
edect that his stock of blaiikelsj nnd 
other Indian valuables is now the larg- 
est in the reserve. 

While th e case of Alatthew Mc^Jillan 
will be the only one jierhapa need to con- 
vict Joe, there are many more, it ia 
claimed, which could bo brought for- 
ward in which more terrible atrooilioa 
were perpetrated. Caeea are mentioned in 
which the victim, after being made to fast 
three days was subjected to tbe moat 
inhuman treatment, such as prodding 
with aharp pointed sticks, beaten almost 
black and blue, aud while the sick man's 
blood was at fever heift, treated to sev- 
eral pails of cold water to drive off the 
evil spirits. 

Medicine man Joe is a man ol striking 
personality. He ia tall and powerful, 
and it is claimed poseeaees the mesmeric 
or hypnotic power to a large degree. He 
is a .Skeena river Indian, nnd claims that 
at an early ago he was " calletl " to be- 
come a great medicine man. A white 
'ady, he aays, visited him in his dreams, 
and told him so, and forthwith 
he prepared himself for bis mission 
by collecting anakes, porcupines, Indian 
rattles, etc., wherewith to work hia 
charms. That he was aignally auccees 
ful may be judged by the fact that even 
the enlightened Indians stood in awe of 
him, and frequently, in cases of sick 
nesB, consented to become his victims. 

Mr. Wells arrived with hia priaoner on 
the steamer Boscowitz, from Naas, after 
travelling many days by canoe and over 
land .alone with his priaoner. All tbe 
charms, Stuffed animals, snakes, etc., 
used by Joe, were seized, and will be 
produced aa evidence against him. The 
priaoner has no relatives, and practi' 
cally no friends on the reserve.

OMINECA GOLD. 



Another Report of the Finding of (Juartz- 
Kich I'lacer Ground on Tom Crcelt. 



I''iirther evidence of tbe prevalence of 
gold doposita Ibrou^hout tbe Omineca ia 
allbrded by tbe strike juat reported to 
have been made on Tom Creek by tbe 
Mayflower company, with which Mr. J. 
I). Wells, sub-recorder for tbe district, 
connected. Mr. Wella arrived from 
the North yesterday, on the Barbara 
Boscowitz. For over three years Mr. 
Wells and two partners, composing the 
Mayflower Mining Company, have been 
iroepecting in Omineca, and after spend- 
ng over ^^3,000 they have they claim 
struck it very rich. Mr. Wella brought 
iown with him several rich apeeinienaof 
the recent finda on Tom creek. 
One round nngi,'et, about an inch in 
diameter, studded and veined with gold. 

Tom Creek is about IL'o milea from 
Ila/.leton, the head of navigation on the 
Skeeua river, and Mr. Wells Bays a well 
eiiuijiped party can reach the new dis- 
eries in ten days from this city, while 
the ditbcultiea in packing provisioua 
when the trail is reached are trilling. 

The Mayllower company staked out 
moat of the creek when the strike was 
made, taking in altogether about two 
miles and a half. They ascertained that 
the pay gravel waa at least eight feet in 
iepth and that it is worth about |1 .'_'5 to 
the pan. An ex[)erienced miner, Mr. 
Wella Bays, can easily i)au out |-0 a 
day. 

Speaking further of tbe ricbneeaof the 
Omineca district, Mr. Wells eaya that 
coarpe gold can be found in many of tlie 
small creeka emptying into the Nation 
river. In the same belt in which the 
Mayllower companySbavo proapected to 
Buccessfully, and about fifty inileia from 
.Manson creek, a man named Kenny, of 
the Good Hope mine, picked up a nug- 
get valued nt $200. 

While the prospecting ao far around 
Tom creek baa been confined jiretty 
much to tbe creek and river beds. .Mr. 
Wells says that several very rich quartz 
locations have been made. 

"Gold hunters need not go so far as 
Klondyke," said Mr. Wella, " aa coarae 
gold abounds all through the Omineca. 
Thanks to the work recently done in the 
district by the local government wo now 
have an excellent trail right to the gold 
lielda, and while we have not struck 
anything so rich na the Klondyke yet, 
wo are not without hopes that wo will 
before next summer." Mr, Wella leaves 
for Tom creek in about ton dnya when 
bo will take back a largo supply of pro- 
visions, and a more perfect outfit for 
thoroughly developing the company's 
claims. 

Uv mutual conBent ot the parties in- 
terested, Captain C. G. Cox was yester- 
day appointed to value thoahip Senulur, 
as the amount of ealvBge, if any, ia 
baaed upon a vessel's value. When the 
valuation is made the suit for salvage 
claimed by the C, P. N. and the owners 
of the Sadie will be brought oa as soon 
as poBsible.

The K.M.S. EmpreBs of India on her 

arrival at William Head Inst eveniup, 
reported a three-niaeted schooner from 
COO to 700 tone renistor, on the rocks at a 
point three and a liiilf miles outeide of 
Carmimah Point. Slie was apparently 
inbound and in ballast, and her ai;;;nal 
lettere " J.W.H.O." Rave no due to her 
identity, not being interpretnble by the 
code books of the liner. When the CP. 
II, steamer paased the achooner was 
Btandin^ practically on even keel — 
not m dani^or of demolition un- 
less a soiilheaster should arise, in 
which event her chances wotdd beBmall. 
Some of her people were diacovored on 
the beach, but no communication could 
be had with them. 1'he uuhapiiily 
situated craft ia presumed to lie a ^;rain 
or lumber carrier coming to the Sound 
or British Columbia for car^o, and no 
doubt the same craft (thought to be a 
brigaatine) whloh the Oity of Paebla 
paased on her ran in from the Cape earlier 
in the evening, when the stranger 
was suspiciously close inshore between 
Carmauali Point and Destruction island. 
At tluit time there was nothing about 
her to warrant further inspection. Now 
that word of her stranding has been re- 
ceived, a relief steamer will go out at 
once — probably before the Colonist ia in 
tlie hands of ita readers tliis morning. 
The Carinanah wire, as usual when it is 
meet repaired, ia out of business, and so 
particnlara of the wreck are not to be had 
by that agency. 

The Empress bringa no word of the 
overdue Pelican, nor doea the Puebla re- 
jjort any sign of the steamer Cleveland, 
Anxiety for the latter increases daily in 
proportion aa days are added to the 
period which she has fallen behind in 
her Echedule. " On Monday," says the 
P.-l., " no additional word was received 
in this city, so that it is impossible to 
say whether she has been wrecked 
absolutely or, being crippled as to 
her machinery by the late storms 
that have raged on the coast, 
ia malvinR alow headway to Seattle. In 
spite of the fact that the Cleveland ia 
iu'e days behind her regular time, Capt. 
Caine, her agent, has not lost hope. Ho 
believes that slie is seaworthy enough to 
have weathered the gales that have pre- 
vailed on the coast and that she will be 
reported within a day or two, being towed 
either into the straits or else to Astoria, 
at the mouth of the Columbia river. 
" I do not believe that the Cleveland haa 
gone down," said Capt, Caine. " .She is 
strong and seaworthy. She is built on 
t.hfi staunch, old I'^ugliah model, and haa 
sailed in every clime on the globe. Her 
eidoa are turned after the style of a 
whaloback, so that the heaviest seas 
might rush over her without doing any 
great damage. She is strongly bailt and 
able to stand in almost any weather. 
1 look for her to show up in 
the straits at almost any hour. If, 
as reported, Cajjt. Green, of the State 
of California, saw her fifty miles south 
of tlio Columbia river, she ought to be 
reported within the next day or two oil' 
Capo Flattery. If, as surmised, her 
machinery haa been injured, she would 
be able to make fair progress with her 
sails, and would likely keep on her 
coarse toward the .Sound. In .such a 
case, she will be picked up by some tug 
outside the straits and towed safely into 
a harbor. 

Tin; " IIOSCOWITZ " A I' IIOMK. 

That the weather has been stormy — 
very stormy — in the North for some 
weeks past waa the report brought by 
the steamer Barbara Boscowitz, yester- 
day forenoon, a rei)Qrt that occasions no 
surprise.

Mr. Saiut Cyr Returns From Ex- 
ploriugr From the Stickeen 
to Lewis Biver. 



Ho Considers the Boute a Good 
One, and Gives Some 
Beasons Why. 



Independent testimony as to the Stickeen 

route to the Kiondyke being the best was 
brought to Victoria yesterday liy Mr. Ar- 
thur Saint Cyr, Dominion land surveyor, 
who has just returned from making an u.x- 
ploratory survey for the Doniinion authori- 
ties, of the country between Telegraph 
Creek and Tesliii Lake, and also of the 
lIootaliiKiiia river from Tcslin I,ake to its 
jiinetion with the Lewis. Mr. Saint Cyr 
came out to the Const liy '■vay of the Skag- 
way trail, and now, speaking of his experi- 
ence, hesays thatassuredly if he were go- 
ing to the Yukon he would choose the 
Stickeen route. From Skilgway he toeik 
theAlki to Port Townsend, and yesterday 
morning reached 'Victoria, and is now at 
the Dominion hotel, where he will stay a 
day or tt\o before nioceeding Kast. 

lie left Victoria last spr.ng. Ids first in- 
structions being to e.xaniine the route be- 
I ween Telegra|)h Creek and the .Stiidiei-n. 
■file present trail he consid.-rs a very 
I'easable route. There is goo.l feed 
for aninial.s along the trail and 
on it a horse can easily make .'igliteeii 
miles a .lay packing 300 lbs. Some repairs 
are of course needed, but a little more 
money would make it a good wogon road. 
After exploring a stretch of country be- 
ween I he Stickeen and Teslin Lake. Mr. 
Saint Cyr and ids party sailed down the 
lake in lioats, and it may lie noted for the 
benelit of miners tliiit while the lake lies 
iiortlnvest the prevailing winds are 
lutheast, the iiiost favorable for 
those going laden towards the 'i'ukon. lie- 
si. les, the wind is steadier and not so stormy 
at llennett.where so many boats conic to 
griel. At Teslin lake tliere is no trouble of 
this kind. 

The end of the lake was reiiclieil in the 
middle of October and it took live days to 

ail up the lake. The narrows were frozen 
by this time but Surveyor Dnchesnay's 
jiarly had gone ihrougli the narrows the 

lay before and so left a chan- 
iiei which Mr. Saint Cyr's boats 
iitilizeil. The lake itself is s.i large a body 
ol water that it could not possibly freeze 
till very much later. 

The Hootalinqua Is 122 miles long from 
the lake to its junction with the Lewis 
river. What is known as the I'ortage is 3(1 
miles from the foot of the lake. Instruc-

It will now be a matter of a few days 
only before the local staff of the C. P. R. 
Telegraph Company are iu jKiseession of 
their central and handeomely equipped 
new oflicBB at the corner of Government 
street and Trounce avonue, the premises 
recently vacated by the Bank of Mont- 
real, and now converted into as modern 
and complete telegraph quarters as any 
city in the Dominion poasesees. Cedar 
and oak are tlie highly ornamental woods 
used chiefly in the interior flttinge, antl 
with entirely new furniture and fixturea, 
the Victoria ofhco of the Canadian com- 
pany is expected to bo a striking illus- 
tration of what an up-to-date telegraph 
office should be. For not alono in the 
fiirnishiiagB has tlie oflice been generally 
remodelled — tho equipment, or what 
may bo termed the working, machinery 
ot the ollico, hag buen even more 
thoroughly overhauled. 

There will, first of all, be two sextette 
operating tables — equipped with three 
sets of duplex instruments, one set of 
Milliken-Hicks automatic repeaters, and 
five single seta of instruments. A set of 
duplex apparatus permits of the capacity 
of a wire being doubled, eo that three 
wires all duplexed are equal to six single 
wiroF. The duplexes are of different 
syatetns, known as the "polar" and 
" Stearna' Diirerential " ; and a " polar " 
and ft "Stearns" can be operated to- 
gether on a wire, thus forming the 
quadruplex, by which four meeeages 
may be transmitted over the same wire 
at the same time. The automatli; re- 
peaters do tho work of two operators, 
receiving a message on one wire and 
automatically sending it on another, 
with tho use of a fresh current. 

Victoria's operating tables under the 
new order of thines are to be of the 
latest pattern, such m are used by the 
Postal Telegraph Co. ini their Obicsgo 
office. The Qld-time glass partitions are 
done away with',' while each table is fitted 
with movable 'portions by which six 
typewriters can be' 'accommodated "n 
each, dropping the typewriters down 
into the table at just the proper height 
for fast and accurate manipulation. The 
sounders, or receiving inHtruments, are 
placed in resonatore, which are lifted on 
standards, bringing the aounder close to 
and throwing the dots and dashes di- 
rectly into the operator's ear, when they 
are by him transferred directly lo the 
typewriter. Standarda also rise from the 
tables, fitted with hooka for the filing of 
unssnt telegrams, and baskets are simi- 
larly provided for sent messages. Oup- 
boarda are furnished for storing the 
typewriters. 

There will not be a wire exposed to 
view in the new ofHce, all wires being 
carried from the polea on Broad strfeet to 
the switchboard, and thence to the bat- 
tery room and operating tables by lead- 
encased cables. Inside the office these 
cables will all be placed under tlie floor, 
distributing their various wires to the 
different portions of tlie inatruinenta on 
the operating tables. Manager Clirlstie 
in his new home will be provided with a 
private office, and the nioasongers — all of 
whom will be mounted on bicycleB— are 
to have a little nook of their own in the 
tear of the oflice proper. 

When the new cable arrives from ling- 
land and is placed in position it is 
promised that Victoria will enjoy a 
thorougly up-to-date service, and the C. 
P. I{. company will be able to handle 
promptly all bneineaa which may be 
otlered theui. The new cable contains 
three electrical conductora, and will ex- 
tend direct from Vancouver to Nanaimo, 
with G.F.B. company wires alone the 
Esquimalt & Nanaimo railway line. 
This will give three wires to Vancouver 
— sufficient to handle any quantity of 
work. The new cable is alone to coat 
over ^iiO,00(), and it is proposed to lift the 
)iresciit gulf cable and relay it between 
Victoria ami Port Angeles, to give an 
extra conneclion over wliich Soutlierii 
bneinees v.-ill bo sent and received — and 
also give an alternative route or outlet in 
the event of any interruption to the 
Vancouver route.

To THE Editok : — I have been asked 
by the Navy League in London, and by 
the Toronto branch of tlie league in 
Canada, to endeavor to form a tiranch 
heie, and I have to ask joa to aid with 
your support in this matter, With this 
object in view, I propose to lay before 
yoa, in as brief a manner as poesible, a 
very few of the points showing the ob- 
jects which the league has in view, and 
the neceaaity tor its existence. 

Constitution. This asBOciation shall 
be called the Navy League. 

1. Its purpoBB ahall be to aecnre, aa 
the primary object of the national policy, 
" The command of the sea." 

2. The general aim of the Navy League 
shall be : 

(a.) To spread information ahov.'ing 
the vital iiuportance to the British Em- 
pire of the naval Bupremacy upon which 
depends its trade, empire and national 
exiatence. 

(b.) To call attention to the enonnoua 
demands which war will make upon the 
navy, and the fact that the navy is not 
at present ready to meet them. 

(c.) To call attention from time to 
time to such meaeureB aa may be requis- 
ite to secure adequate preparation for 
the maritime defence of the empire. 

(d.) To urge these matters on public 
men, and in parliament upon candidates 
for parliament. 

3. The league shall be absolutely dis- 
tinct from all party politics. 

4. All peraona approving of its aims, 
and contributing to ita lunda, according 
to the following rates of subscription, 
shall be hou. vice-preaidents, preaideuta, 
members or aasociate members of the 
league, aa the caae may be:

One object of the league ia to tlx pub- 
lic attention in all lands under the Brit- 
iah llag^ inhabited by Kngliah-speaking 
people, to the inexpressible and funda- 
mental importance to them all of in- 
creasing the atrength'of the.Britiah navy. 
Branches now exiat in many large cities 
in Great Britain, and in Malta, North 
America, W. Indies, Hongkong, British 
Guiana, Aastralasia, the Cape and tV. 
Africa. 

Admiral E. Veaey Hamilton writes : 
" When the peace which followed up- 
on Waterloo closed at last the century of 
strife with France, in which we had 
wrestled with her for the Empire that 
depended upon the dominion of the seas, 
the oceans and the shores of all the globe 
were open to ue, because out of that 
6trug:.^lo we bad emerged supreme, and 
because the fighting force of our navy, 
like the tonnage of our mercantile ma- 
rine, was greater than all other 
nations combined. Ileuce came that 
access to the marketa of the world, 
whicli, when the application of brains to 
industry increased production, all'orded 
custom for our goods, and so enabled the 
population of the United Kingdom to 
grow at once in prosperity and in nu- 
merical strength; and hence came alao 
the acquisition or the development of 
those wide territories beyond the seae 
that encircle 'England, which the still 
expanding British people now inhabit 
and posaesa. Once glance back through 
the history of the last UM years will auf- 
liee to reveal the mariiier in which the 
whole present environment of our Eng- 
liah speaking world haa been the product 
of this power of the sea. Butrforeea 
power, rendering; poesible the victory of 
Wolfe in IToit, tliu whole of Canada and 
of tlie L'nited States might have passed, 
not to the children of ICngland, but to 
those of France; but for sea power, 
South Africa to-day would be either 
Dutch or French ; ljut for sea power, the 
continent under the Soiithisrii Cross, 
where the Englieh language is now 
spoken with scarcely the intermixture 
of any other tongue, might have been 
entirely or in great part the appendage 
of foreigners, some of whose governments 
would never otherwise have left un- 
touched so vast a«d rich a section of the 
land aurface of the ulobe. 

"Now, air (t:,e .Vavy Lea>;iie aHk.sj, 
are you Jirii isli \n ople of Creater Britain 
willing to coiiiiiiuo to watch unmoved 
the ateaiiy advance of the naviea of other 
Btates, in sliij)S, in eiiuH, in number of 
men, towards ei|uality with ourselvoa, 
and, Willi that ailvanct^ to witness con- 
fitaiit irrowth of danger to your joint 
bt^ritage and your place in the world',' 
If the interests of Canada, or of Austral- 
asia, or of South Alrica ho assailerl, or 
their just rights challonged by foreign 
nations, are you prepared tamely to sub 
mit? But against euuh outrages, and for 
the inviolability of your commerce 
throughout the seas, what guarantee 
have you, or can you have, but the navy 
of the Empire; and if that be inaiUMjuate 
to the work which it has to perform, do 
yoa not lean upon a broken reed? If so, 
then it ia time for you to bo up and do- 
ing, for naval pruparedness cannot bo 
attained in a week, or in a month, or in 
a single year; nor can deficioncioH be 
made good when war haa once begun, 
but tlion, with BUch material and or- 
ganization aa may exist, tho tremendous 
issue will iiave to bo ileciiied, and if the 
game go againat ua tho entire fabric of 
our I'^mpire, and with that the proaper- 
jty of all claaaoa of our people, will van- 
ish like a palace in n dream." 

Captain Alalian, U. S, navy, and Ad- 
miral Sir J. Colomb have shown tho 
vital bearing of naval supremacy upon 
the history of our race, and how the 
" expansion of England " has been con- 
tingent upon that condition. 

Many writers, to mention only Lord 
Brasseyand Kir Geoffrey Hornby (well 
known to old-timera here), aay that our 
strength must be 2 to 1, that is, two 
English blocliading battleBnipa to every 
French or Buesian one .blockaded. We 



have not this relative strength at pre- 
sent. 

If beaten, what will bo our fate? 

Plus d'Angleterre desoribaa the de- 
feat of England by France, and gives the 
termf of our disgrace : 

1. Every English warship, afloat or 
on the stocks, to be surrendered to 
France. 

2. Not more than 5Q warBhips to be 
maintained in initare. 

3. Our army not to exceed S0,000 
men. 

4. An indemnity of £660,000,000 to be 

paid. 

5. Dover to be surrendered to France 

in perpetuity. 

0. The Channel lalanda, Gibralter, 
Malta, Cyprua, Sierra Leone, the Gold 
Coast, the Cape, Mauritius, the Sey- 
chelles, Amianta and Chagoa, Aden, 
Perim, Sacotra, Ceylon, Hong Kong, 
New Guinea. New Zealand, Tasmania, 
Fiji, Vancouver, British Guiana, the 
West Indies, tiuobec, Newfoundland, to 
be ceded to France. 

7. Egypt to be evacuated. 

8. Tho Eiryptian antiquities and Elgin 
marbles lu the British" Mnseum to be 
given up to France. It is added that 
KuBsia has made heraelf maater of the 
best part of India, whilst we are fighting 
for our lives, and that Ireland haa be- 
come an independent republic, under 
the protection of France. When the 
terms were read at the Guildhall, there 
were tears in the eyes of the English I 

And well these might be. 

Admiral Ammen and Captain Mahan 
(U. S. navy) have both said the British 
fleet ahould he atrong because it guaran- 
tees tho peace of the world.

To maintain over one-fifth of the 
faireat portiona of the habitable globe, 
the benigh away of the mother of na- 
tions, of her who haa taught the world 
the words Juatice and Liberty. These 
are only a few of the pointa to be con- 
sidered and weighed. 

Looking at the queation from a Vic- 
foria standpoint, it may be well to urge 
Her Majesty's government to station a 
training brig here, so that the excellent 
material now running to waste, and get- 
ting into trouble with the police, may be 
utilized for the defence of the Empire, 
and a chance given to some of our youne- 
aterB to avail themselves of a career full 
of promise to adventurous Bpirits under 
the mild but rigorous discipline of naval 
oflicers. 

Now, ii 1 have made out n i)rima facia 
case for the Navy League," may I ven- 
ture to ask my fellow citizens antl fellow 
coloniatB to ventilate the subject and to 
join in the movement by enrolling them- 
selves as members.
